ONE-PARAGRAPH NOTF. FREES A CRIMINAL 
In hi* illuminating book, “Ten Thousand 
Public 
Enemies.” Courtney Ryley Cooper reveals that a group <d 
business men from a certain city visited a Department ol 
Justice official not long ago and told him that they had 
raised a large fuud to finance a vigilance committee in 
their town to drive out the crooks. 
They wanted tin* of- 
ficial to advise th<m how to go about it. 
His advice was short and to the point. 
“Go back and chase out your crooked lawyers and 
politicians,“ 
he said, 
“and your crime problem won’t 
bother you any more.” 
It has been said so often that modern crime is tied 
up with political and legal corruption that it hardly 
seems necessary to repeat it. 
But once in a while the 
day's news provides an admirable illustration. 
The Ohio parole hoard recently authorized a parole 
for a young man who was serving a one-to-ten-year term 
for criminal assault on a widow, whom he beat almost to 
death. 
He had served only 10 months. 
The judge who sentenced him 
who called his crime 
“about as vicious a thing as ever came to this court's at­ 
tention”— opposed the parole; so did the prosecutor who 
tried his case. 
The woman he beat up is still suffering from her in­ 
juries, a year after the crime was committed. 
How come the parole, then? 
Well, a state senator 
who is also a lawyer wrote a brief, one-paragraph letter 
to the parole board, urging that the parole be granted. 
The senator says he knows little about the case, except 
that he has a vague notion that an injustice was done. He 
does not know the convict personally. 
Where did he get his information on the case? 
Oh, 
he got it from a police prosecutor in the city where the 
crime was committed—an underling in the administra­ 
tion of justice who gained some notoriety when the as­ 
sault took place by refusing to issue a felony warrant for 
the assaulter’s arrest. 
You needn’t read the outline of this case more than 
once to see that there is something exceedingly peculiar 
about it; and it is worth thinking about, because it is 
typical of the way in which subterranean political influ­ 
ences can be brought to bear in favor of criminals. 
Here we have a man sent up for a peculiarly vicious 
kind of crime; a man who very obviously deserves to be 
kept behind the bars for a long, long time. 
He gets out after serving a scant 10 months, because 
somehow, somewhere, somebody behind the scenes pulled 
a few wires for him. 
A police court prosecutor talks to a state senator, 
the senator writes to the parole board— and in a myster­ 
ious way the gates swing open. 
This sort of thing is as common as grass, in almost 
every state in the Union. 
It represents the one big reason 
why our crime problem is so acute, 


CONTRAST IN LINERS 
Within recent weeks two of the most famous ocean 
liners of modern times ha\e headed for the boneyard. It 
was announced not long ago that the Leviathan, after a 
valiant but unsuccessful struggle to got out of the red ink 
column, would be turned over to the Navy Department 
for breaking up; and now it is reported from London that 
the famous Mauretania will presently bo broken up at 
Rosyth, Scotland. 
Of these two giant liners, the Mauretania has certain­ 
ly had the greater share of luck. 
For 27 years she has 
been one of the acknowledged queen of its. sea. 
Until 
the Germans sent out their now express liners, she held 
the mythical “blue ribbon" for speed. 
The Leviathan, on the other hand, was born under 
an unlucky star. 
Interned in New York m I 'M. she lay 
idle until used as a troop ship. After the war sin- was put 
into passenger service, but she never paid her way. 
In 
all her peace-time service she was a white elephant. 
And now both of these ships are on the way out 
The roster of Atlantic steamers won’t seem the same with­ 
out either the Mauretania or the Leviathan.
